Navy Department statement. 


'The navy department has been in- 


formed by Vice Admiral Simms that 
recently an American patrol vessel, 
while on patrol duty at night, encoun- 
tered an Italian submarine, and that 
when the latter failed to answer the 
established recognition 
signals 
the 


patrol vessel opened fire, which re- 
sulted in the killing of one officer and 
oaa enlisted man before the identity 
of the submarine -was established. 


Vice Admiral Simms is thoroughly 


investigating the unfortunate occur- 
rence and reports will be forwarded 
later to the department. 


'•The secretary of the navy upon re- 


ceipt of the first news dispatched the 
following message to the Italian min- 
ister of marine:

est regret of the unfortunate occur- 
rence which resulted in an American 
patrol vessel firing, through a- misun- 
derstanding, upon an Italian subma- 
rine, causing the death of one officer 
und one enlisted man on the latter.

AIMS POSTPONED 


Although the sun shone again Mon- 


day in Flanders, the rain had rendered 
the territory east of Passchendele- 
Gheluvelt ridge a veritable bog, mak- 
ing infantry action on a large scale 
impossible for the present. 


There have been, however, a num- 


ber of small actions in the nature 
of trench raids and 
reconnaissances 


and the big guns of both the British 
and the Germans are keeping up the 
mighty duel virtually v.ithout pause. 


Likewise on the southern line in 


France and in the Austro-Italian the- 
atre only the artillery is active. 
On 


the northern end of the front In Rus- 
sia several attacks by the Germans 
on positions in the Riga Sector have 
been repulsed by the Russians, who 
also took prisoners. 
Although it had

Amsterdam, Holland, Oct. 8. — A

BIG CROP LOSSES 


DUE TO BAD WEATHER 


SEPTEMBER CONDITIONS, HOW- 


EVER, STILL PERMIT RECORDS 


Washington, D. C., Oct. S.—Consid- 


erable losses were recorded in some 
of the country's principle farm crops 
as a result of conditions in Septem- 
ber, but today's government report in- 
dicated there would be record crops 
of corn, oats, rye, white and sweet 
potatoes, tobacco and beans. 


The losa was heaviest in corn, which 


showeC a reduction of more^than 36,- 
OOO.fOn bushels since September 1. 
Other losses were spring wheat, 7,909,- 
000 bushels; barley,. 180,000 bushels: 
buckwheat, 2,331,000 bushels: apples, 
537,000 bushels; sweat potatoes, 907,- 
000 bushels; white potatoes, 8,985,000 
bushels; sugar beats, 113,000 tons; 
kafirs, 4,320,000 bushels; and beans, 
4,155,000 bushels. 


Some crops, however, showed im- 


proved indications, and especially oats 
with a gain of 47,382 bushels, making 
it a record crop of 1,580,714 bushels, 
or 31,000,000 bushels more than that 
of 1915. Other gains were rice, 1,- 
019,000 bushels, and tobacco, 21,837,-

committees on various industries com-

mates wore correct.

amount of teed it takes to produce a 
given quantity ot milk, the witnosa 
replied impatientlj: 


"There is no way to make a cow 


give milk by argument. The quantity 
of feed cannot be changed. It took 
as much hay, grain, and silage, ot 
of something else to get 100 pounds 
of milk before there was any such 
place as New York is now. It !•? a 
mere matter of physiology."

A new eyeglass has been patented 


for the use of submarine divers. It is 
well known that the human eye does 
not function properly under -water, ob- 
jects npnearing badly blurred and dis- 
torted. This is due to the fact that 
the speed of light in water is different 
from the speed of light in air, and 
hence the light rays enter the eye with 
a different angle of reflection. The 
eye, being designed for focusing rays 
coming through the air, is unable to 
focus rays coming through the water. 
The condition is analogous tc that of 
defective eyes which are unable to fo- 
cus properly ordinary light rays In the 
air. It may be similarly corrected by 
the use of special lenses, with the help 
of which the diver can Sfe as clearly 
under water as In the air.

AFTER NOVEMBER FIRST. 


Taxes Increase Postage to Three Cents 


for Ijetters, Two for Post Cards. 
A war tax, which everybody will 


help to pay, is the increased cost of 
postage on all kinds of first class 
mail matter. The amended postal law, 
•which goes into effect on November'l, 
will require that for every letter weigh- 
ng one ounce or less sent through the 
mails from one postcrHce to another 
the rate -will be three cents, and the 
same amount extra for each additional 
ounce or part thereof. 
Postal cards, 


which formerly were one cent each, 
will be two cents, and the postage on 
drop letters will also be two cents. 


As }t will not be possible for the 


government to print the stamps needed 
In time for November 1, the present 
stamps will be used, but the full 
amount in postage mujjt be affixed 
Stamped two-cent envelopes will re- 
quire an extra, one cent stamp to carry 
a letter; but as soon as possible three 
cent stamped envelopes will be pr 
vided. 
Government postal cards will 


be sold at one cent until the new 
issue is ready, but an additional cent 
stamp must be affixed after the date 
given. Private post cards must have 
two cents in postage affixed instead of 
one cent as at present. 


The attention of everybody is called 


by the postmaster general to these 
important changes, and it is hoped, 
In order that there may be no delay- 
er confusion, that everybody will fa- 
miliarize himself with the new regula- 
tions.

UNDER FEDERAL RESERVE ACT 


Will IMU* Negotiable W«rehoui» Re- 


celpU Which Can Bo Discounted, 
If Desired, at Federal Reserve Bank 
at Atlanta—Will Ceneerve lmmene« 
Crope of South. 


Flans hare been made by a Florida 


coueern for establishing a chain ot 
warehouses for farm products In the 
South Atlantic states, to be operated 
under the Federal Reserve act. 


If the farmer, prefers to ship his 


produce or hold It for a market, the 
.varehouses will standardize his prod- 
ucts as to grade, quality, weight and 
package, (tore It, and give him a re- 
ceipt, on -which he can borrow 75 per 
cent of the market value of his prod- 
net at *t per cent, as the bank hold- 
log these receipts can discount them 
at the Federal Reserve bank in Atlan- 
ta. A movement is on foot by the agri- 
cultural committee of the rural bureau 
of the Savannah Board of Trade to 
have one of these warehouses estab- 
lished. In Savannah aad •unnnged, If 
possible, by local capital. 


Cotton has heretofore been the one 


cash crop that the Southern farmer 
could pin his faith to. 
No matter 


what price It brought In the market he 
could always convert It Into cash. He 
has had to plant cotton to get credit, 
and that, too, at a ruinous rate of in- 
terest. Bui, there has been no encour- 
agement to plant other staple crops. 


Even live stock is just beginning to 


be recognized as collateral by South- 
ern banks. 


Crop Standardization. 


The Southern farmer does not know 


how to standardize his food crops so 
as to make the most out of them com- 
mercially. It would take years, It Is 
believed, to educate the farmer to do 
this work for himself; and even If he 
had the experience he has not the ma- 
chinery, and it would be an economic 
waste to devote to It the time and la- 
bor that he might better give to crop 
production. 
The work can be more 


economically and satisfactorily done 
by the bonded warehouses, 
tt is 


claimed. 
' 


The South now has 5,000,000 acres 


of velvet beans that It does not know 
what to do wltb. It has 1,500,000 tons 
of cottonseed meaL It has perhaps 
2,000,000 acres of peanuts. It has in 
prospect 125,000,000 bushels more of 
corn this year than last. There Is a 
big Increase In the-soy bean acreage, 
more alfalfa and more cow peas. The 
South Is the great storehouse and pro- 
ducer of protein feeds. But.the South 
-Is. distressed about a market for Its 
food products. 


Would Mean Concentration. 


Such a system of warehouses will 


conserve these Immense crops of the 
South, much of which would other- 
wise go to waste on the farm. It will 
assemble them at points of vantage, 
where 
they 
will 
be 
Immediately 


available for use or held in reserve 
for any emergency. This Is particu- 
larly Important in connection with the 
establishment of military camps In the 
South and In the economical movement 
of freight in the way of food supplies 
from one section of the country to the 
other. 


With a cash market to induce the 


farmer to conserve all his products 
there will be a constant stimulus to 
grow more foodstuffs and thus In- 
crease the resources of the nation. 


After the war the South can do an 


immense business In the export of 
protein foods, and the proposed ware- 
house company would be able to de- 
velop that business. It would also 
give reliable Information a" to stocks 
on hand and other crop data, and 
could aid the farmer In many ways.

The Paris Figaro contains many let-! 


ters from Russian soldiers who, before 
the war began w*re residents In Paris.! 
One, an artist, thus describes a scene' 
one evening before orders were car- 
ried out by the regiment to make a 
move In the rear. At a certain place 
on the Busslan front the gassing from 
the enemy became unendurable, large- 
ly because of the weak location of ther 
Russian trench. To remain where the 
regiment was was to court certain suf^ 
location. To retire meant volleys of 
shells. It-was resolved to retire. A 
few minutes were given for Ivan—the 
Russian boys—to prepare. 


"One of them," writes the Figaro's 


correspondent, "took from his breast 
a .cross and kissed It three times. 
Then, looking toward the dark sky, re- 
peated the sacred words, mother, fa- 
ther and'wife. He replaced the cross 
in his breast, and said, quietly, "1 am 
ready." He was the first to fall under 
the merciless flre of the enemy. An- 
other soldier, not long in the trenches, 
and speaking with an eastern accent, 
knelt in the cold, damp trench, and 
went through his devotions. "It will 
be easier," he said, "for me to "die than 
Ivan here. I have no one to care for 
me." 


But he got through the scrimmage 


to our rear trench. Such are the for- 
tunes of the trench in this eastern 
fight. _

Malaria Underrated Disease. 


Malaria Is an infectious disease of 


moist tropical regions, and of temper- 
ate climates In late summer and early 
fall, being associated with marshy 
areas and.mosquitoes. Dr. J. TV. Trask 
finds that' In the United States Its se- 
riousness Is much underrated, and 
points out that, while it Is not common- 
ly a direct cause of death, It lowers 
bodily resistance, and has great Influ- 
ence In shortening the average dura- 
tion of life in localities where It oc- 
curs. It is given so little attention by 
physicians e^en that little accurate In- 
formation as to the extent of Its preva- 
lence can be had. 
Though it has not 


yet been entirely banished from any 
state, however, It Is known to he much 
less widely prevalent than GO years 
ago, and the northern limit of the epi- 
demic area has gradually receded from 
the Great lakes and over the Canadian 
-horder, so that the disease has almost 
disappeared from Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota, once badly infected.

In the northwest corner of Camp 


Wadsworth' is located the First New 
York Field Bakery, commanded by 
Captain Jesse A- Millard, who in civil 
life was the proprietor of trie Oueonta 
hotel at Oneonta, N. Y. To be a suc- 
cessful 'hotel proprietor 
one 
must 


know how to marshrj his forces, look 
after the culinary department of the 
hotel, be suave to his guests and see 
that the appointments of his house 
are comfortable and up to date. One 
of the .most important duties of a 
hotel ^proprietor is to see that there is 
no unnecessary waste. 


• Captain Millard was a" successful 


hotel proprietor, hence he has all t'ne 
required attributes, which are proving 
golden assets to the command of Ma- 
jor .General John F. 
O'Kyan. 
His 


knowledge of marshaling his forces 
has made him with his military ex- 
perience, a commander' of soldiers who 
can command.. 
The suave manner 


of the Captain, which is parlj- of his 
personaiity 
brought 
to 
the 
fore 


through his training in the hotel bus- 
iness, acts as an accelerator on his 
men when time is short and much 
work must be accomplished. 
His 


ability to see that ex-erythiiig is in-its 
appointed place and that nothing is 
overlooked - which would tend toward 
comfort and cleanliness imparts to his 
men this ever important need, and his 
culinary department training, with the 
saving qualities born of his profession, 
results in the division's field bakery 
turning out the maximum amount of 
bread at a minimum cost. 
; 
^ 


The field bakery consists of flve sec- 


tion shacks, with three ovens set up in 
front ot each, making, a total of fifteen 
field bake ovens in the unit. 
These 


ovens have a capacity of 30,000 pounds 
of bread ,a daj% each oven having a, 
capacity of 260 pounds at a run and 
ten runs can be turned out in a day. 
The ovens are of .sheet iron, lined with 
asbestos,' with a briclr. firebox under- 
rieath. and stand but four feet above 
ground. 
Back of each trio of ovens 


stand the mixing shacks in, \vhich the 
dough is mixed and Itneaded. Every- 
thing is done by hand, arid the ar- 
rangements are such that the baking 
can be done with convenience and dis- 
patch. 
These mixing 
shacks 
are 


screened, and Captain Millard's men 
are so careful as to cleanliness and 
sanitation that their commander offers 
a dollar for every fly-that a caller may 
catch Inside the shacks. 


Across the road from the ovens 


stands the mammoth bread house, in 
which two days' supply for the division 
can be stored. As the baking is done 
24 hours in advance, this store house 
is always filled with both garrison and 
war loaves of light, snowy white bread. 
Garrison bread is being used by the 
New York soldiers "just now, but war 
loaves, which are encased in a. heavy 
crust to insure their freshness if stored 
for any length of time, will become 
a necessity when the artillerymen go 
to their training field, 20 miles from 
camp, in the "Dark Corner" of South 
Carolina. 
Also the baking of war 


loaves and the occasional serving of 
them -will get the men used to this 
sort of bread before they are forced 
to eat it in the European war zone. 


When all the units of the Twenty- 


seventh division are in camp the bak- 
ery will be run to capacity, turning 
out 30,000 pounds of bread a day. In 
making the bread 22,500 pounds of 
flour will bo used* 250 pounds of yeast 
.250 
pounds of sugar, 250 'pounds of 


Fred L. Beach, company clerk, whose 
duties allow some observation, says 
that bread is the men's pet,, and for 
an oven crew to turn out ;biirned or 
underdone bread would bring down the 
condemnation of the entire unit upon 
them. Each overi crew vies with the 
other in turning out the best of loaves, 
with "the result that the "kind that 
mother used to make" is served at all 
the mess shaclc tables. 


This is the first military" field bak- 


ery ever .organized in f he tTnited States 
army. 
It was organized .four years 


ago by Captain Millard, and its home 
station was at Peekskill. - Having had 
nine months", field experience on the 
Mexican border, the men are near vet- 
erans in their duties,.and, as they are 
all professional bakers and experts in 
.their line, they are looking forward 
to the time when *hey can cook side 
by side with the French army cooks. 
When that time comes there Is not a 
soldier in the Twenty-ninth division 
who does not look to see the French- 
men borrowing recipes and taking In- 
struction in bread making from. Cap- 
tain Millard's boys. 
- 


The field bakers take great .pride in 


their work, and their efficiency was 
proven by the fact that 48 hours after! 
reaching Camp Wadsworth they had 
laid out their camp, unloaded and se: 
•up their equipment, built the fire boxes 
and set in the ovens and were turning 
• 


out bread. 
The first batch: of bread 


totalled .9,600 pounds, but, as -there 
were few units in' camp when the field ] 
bakery arrived, that was all the bread 
required. - Had the men been called 
upon to turn out the capacity of their 
ovens, 30,000 pounds, they would have 
been able to perform :the feat Just aa 
easily. 


"Every organization in camp has 


some one thing that it is proud of," 
said Captain Millard to a Herald re- 
porter. : "We take a special pride. in 
our company mess. It is in charge of 
Sergeant William H. Diffin, and he is 
the best in this or any other army. 
We furnish 'the bread for the entire 
division, arid we feel that we are'en- 
titled to something good'to eat our- 
selves—and -ve get it."
